ISHOP 


DEAD O 


Knoxville, Tenn., Dec. 9.— 
Dr, Richard Green Waterhouse 
bishop of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Chureh, South, and former 
president of Emory and Henry 
College, a Methodist institution 
at Binory, Va., died here late 
today, as a result of injures re- 
ceived when he was ran down 
by an automobile Thursday. 

Dr. Waterhouse never re- 
gained consciousness after the 
accident, and little hope had 
been held out for his recovery. 
His skull was fractured, arm 
broken and he received many 
abrasions and bruises about the 
body. 

Bishop Waterhouse was 66 
years of age and had been a 
member of Hoston conference 
since 1878.
